Prospectors who arrived at Port Es- 
singtou this week from Telkwa river 
district say it is the current rumor at 
Aldémere that the Grand Trunk Pacific 
survey parties, working under Mr. Tay- 
lon. by actual surveys have proved to 
their chief that he is right in contending

Sir Wilfrid Laurier has returned to 


find himself personally more popular 
and stronger than ever. Evidences of 
this have come from every part of 


Canada, and from the press of almost 
every shade of political opinion. If 
Canada were a republic on the United 
States plan he would be elected next 
president by a vast majority. 

A curious thing is that his popularity 
does notimply any sort of popularity for 
his ministry, but the contrary, That 
ministry is less than ever admired or 
regarded with confidence and respect. 
Upon it are bestowed innumerable 
kicks, even while innumerable plaudits 
greet its chief. The people draw a clear 
line of separation between him and his 
“crowd.” 


Aylesworth is Unpopular. 


Now for those who weaken him, Mr. 
Aylesworth, not long minister of justice, 
and certainly a very able lawyer, 18 a 
dead duck politically, partly by reason 
of being very Fairbanksy to predatory 
corporations, but more through his tru- 
culent, blundering, ungenerous parlia- 
mentary manners, and an unparalleled 
faculity for putting isis foot in it. His

Two Serious Problems 


From this pure eminence he would still 
have to deal with two serious problems: 
First, that of convincing the public that 
maladministration of public moneys, 
land, timber, mining tracts, grazing 
leases is no less obnoxious to him than 
the private immoralities of colleagues; 
second, that of replacing the fallen 
ministers by men who would not merely 
be considered clean in any moral 
laundry, but who could bring him 
political strength. 


Must Have Clean Colleagues 


The second problem, that of getting 
new, clean, popular colleagues, is a 
tough one not because the right men 
are not at hand, but because thev would 
not be so acceptable to powerful inter- 
ests as to the public. Moreover, the 
men who could strengthen the govern- 
ment have been, tho’ all Liberals or 
Radicals, severely critical of its policy 
in some important resfects. To offer 
them portfolios would excite among the 
s-ick-in-the-mud ministerialists as much 
surprise and consternation as joy among 
the young and the honest. 


Opportunist and Patriot 


If he goes on the plan of bringing in 
none except new colleagues who will be 
regarded as mere obedient henchmen of 
his will, or puppets of the corporations, 
or connivers at adept grafting, it is 
highly probable that his present ascend- 
ance will soon pass away. For the public 
is applauding him in the belief that he 
is about to ciean up and liberalize his 
ministry. Disappointment of that ex- 
pectation would bring his popularity 
down faster than it went up. 

He might retain power, no matter
